Anyone more than 18 years 
old and who has not corn- 
completed high school is 


eligible to participate in the 
program which is geared to 
help him pass a General 
Educational 
Development 
(GED) test. 
“ I believe we can do quite 
a 
service 
for the many 
people in the community 
who need this,” Davis said. 
“ The 
program 
will 
take 
anybody at the level they left

and

school. The students meet 
twice a week for two hours in 
unstructured classes and 


they are also free to work 
alone during regular library 
hours.”

Students who will be five 
years old on or before Sept 
I, 1975 will be registered for 
either morning or afternoon 
classes on a first-come basis. 
All 
kindergarten 
students 
who ride the bus will be 
registered 
for 
morning 
classes. 
Previously, 
kindergarten 


students were assigned to 
morning 
or 
afternoon 
classes according to birth 
dates, 
with 
the 
youngest 
five-year-olds

morning sessions along with 
bus students while the older

of teacher and state employe 
salaries to the retirem ent 
funds.

It would also authorize a 
number of other changes 
teacher organizations say 
are necessary to update the 
operation of the Teacher 
Retirement System.

“ The plan has two objec- 
t i v e s , ” 
B y n u m ’ s

To do this, a low profile 
campaign should be run. 
That m eans not much press, 
publicity, 
or 
public 
speaking, but a lot of per­ 
sonal contact.’’ 
The campaign on 
both 
am endm ents has been very 
low profile. In contrast to 


past votes, there is no 
s ta te w id e 
o rg a n iz a tio n 
pushing the salary 
issue 
although it has been en­ 
dorsed by sta te teacher 
organizations 
which 
have 
salary in crease requests 
pending 
before 
the 
legislature. 


Bynum says he doesn’t 
consider the proposal a pay 
raise at all, but only an 
adjustm ent 
to 
p artially 
compensate for inflation that 
has taken place since the 
present $400 a month salary 
was set in 1960. 


“Since 1960, the buying 
power of the dollar has been 
reduced to 57 cents,” he said. 
“ That m eans if our pay had 
kept pace with inflation, we 
would now be making $8,477 
annually.

one of th eir 
surveys 
of 
people 
w ith 
severe 
H ypertension they found out that 
the risk of death dropped from one 
In 17 to zero when drugs w ere used, 
and 
the 
risk 
of 
serious 
co m ­ 
p lications dropped from one in 
three to one in 73. 
In m ost people m edication can 
control hypertension perm anently, 
prevent its com plications, and a 
person can have a norm al life,, 
however a person has got to take 
his m edicine until the physican 
says stop. Those people who take 
drugs for a year or tw o and the 
figure that they can get by w ithout 
the m edicine shore have got the 
wrong Pig by the E a r, cause the 
bloodpressure is going to go back 
up lust as sure as God m ade little 
green apples. 
The drugs used on treatm ent of 
hypertension fall Into three classes, 
the diuretics, 
vasodilators, 
and 
nerve blocking agents. 
The most w idely used class is the 
diuretics. They w ork by reducing 
the excess fluid and sa lt in the 
body. M ost treatm ents w ill begin 
by using this m ethod. Later a 
v a s o d ila to r m ay be added to 
dialate certain blood vessels and 
help reduce pressure that way. The 
nerve blocking drugs cut down on 
the im pulses from the brain that 
raise the blood pressure. 
A 
lot of tim es a physican w ill 
have to p lay around w ith different 
com binatiohs before he hits on just 
the right com bination. Rem em ber 
that

overnight so don't blam e the "P o re 
O 'L E D O C " if he ca n 't bring it 
down overnight.

I have not got It yet but I've o r ­ 
dered a sim ple device to m easure 
blood pressure and when it com es 
in you are m ore than w elcom e to 
com e down and see if you have 
hypertension.

colonies when the good news 
was 
received. 
In 
Philadelphia the Gazette 
declared “ The City was 
illuminated; Bonfires were 
lighted; the Bells rung, and 
other Demonstrations of Joy 
and Loyalty shewn on the 
happy occasion.” 
In an almost continuous 
struggle - highlighted by 
periods of open warfare - 
PYenchmen and Englishmen 
had contended for power in 
various parts 
of eastern 
North America for about one 
hundred years. Both sides 
made extensive claims that 
often conflicted. As the 
frontiers 
were 
pushed 
outwards, clashes between 
subjects of the two nations 
became more frequent and 
bloody. 
Vicious P ighting 
The borders of English 
settlerrcnt 
had 
been 
the 
scenes of vicious fighting. 
War whoops, the crack of 
muskets, and the work of 
to m a h a w k s 
te r ro r iz e d 
f r o n tie r s -p e o p le , 
who 
dreaded the attacks of the 
French and their scalp- 
hunting 
Indian 
allies. 
English se ttle rs, British 
troops, and their Indian 
cobel liger en ts were no less 


brutal in striking at French 
settlements whenever they 
could. 
Expansion of British land 
speculation in 
the Ohio 
valley and the assertion of 
French claims to the same 
region 
hastened 
the 
out­ 
break of the French and 
Indian War. Even before 
war had been declared, 
rivalry in 
western Penn­ 
sylvania had led to General 
E d w a r d 
B r a d d o c k ’s 
catastrophic defeat in 1755. 
In the early stages of the 
war, the French had control 
of the Ohio country, western 
Pennsylvania, the Great 
Lakes 
region, 
the 
St. 
Lawrence valley and the 
area around Lake Cham­ 
plain. A series of successful 
cam paigns 
planned 
by 
William 
Pitt, the g reat 
prime minister of 
Great 
Britain, 
soon 
turned 
the 
tables 
on 
the 
French, 
however, and after the fall of 
Montreal only a few minor 
posts 
in 
the 
interior 
remained in French hands. 
War Concluded 
Although the fighting in 
North A m erica virtually 
ended in 1760, the war was 
not formally concluded until 
1763. The Treaty of Paris 


eliminated PYench power in 
North America. Canada and 
all of North America east of 
the Mississippi were ceded 
to Great Britain. The great 
province of Louisiana -- 
stretching 
from 
the 
Mississippi to the 
Rocky 
Mountains-was turned over 
to Spain by France. At this 
time of imperial glory the 
British 
also 
gained 
possession 
of 
Spanish 
Florida. 
Celebrations of the im­ 
pressive victory, the joy of 
the hour, and the enormous 
benefits to Great Britain and 
her 
colonies 
could 
not 
conceal for long the difficult 
problems that lay ahead. 
The 
rem oval 
of 
the 
P'rench, who had encouraged 
the Indians to make war 
against the English colonists 
and had supplied the natives 
with weapons, decreased 
somewhat the dangers on the 
frontier; 
but 
the end of 
French power also lessened 
colonial 
dependence 
on 
British arms for protection. 
Indians Restless 
The frontier continued to 
seethe 
and 
sputter 
ominously. As white settlers 
pushed 
w estw ard, 
the 
uneasiness of the Indians 


naturally increased. During 
the late stages of the French 
and Indian War. a general 
uprising under the Ottawa 
chief, Pontiac, occurred. 
Faced with this situation, the 
British had to hurriedly 
develop a policy regarding 
western lands. 
A d m i n i s t e r i n g 
a n d 
defending a much larger 
empire in America brought 
additional difficulties. There 
was the question of how to 
govern the Floridas in the 
south. How to administer 
Canada, populated largely 
w ith 
F r e n c h -s p e a k in g 
Roman Catholics, who were 
unfam iliar 
with 
British 
government and law, was 
another vexing challenge. 
Added to all these con­ 
siderations was the fact that 
Englishmen were staggering 
under a heavy tax burden, 
and Great Britain had the 
largest public debt in its 
history. 
What .About Policy? 
The war years had en­ 
c o u ra g e d 
c o n s id e r a b le 
thinking 
about 
colonial 
policy 
in 
general. 
Why 
should a nation maintain 
colonies if not to strengthen 
the m other country and 
benefit it economically? This 


seemed like a 
rhetorical 
question. But Great Britain 
had been irritated by the 
conduct of some colonists 
during the French 
and 
Indian War --especially the 
illegal 
and 
unpatriotic 
practice of trading with the 
enemy. 
Out of all this welter of 
problem s 
cam e 
a 
new 
British 
colonial 
policy: 
stricter 
enforcem ent 
of 
trad e regulations, 
more 
efficient administration of 
the custom s, and closer 
governmental supervision of 
the colonies in general. 
When Parliament attempted 
to assert more power over 
the colonists and, most 
ominous of all, tried to tax 
them to help pay the in­ 
creased costs of empire, the 
A m e ric a n s 
i ndi gn a nt l y 
protested and resisted the 
new policies. 
Overjoyed 
as 
they 
celebrated the great victory 
over the French, neither the 
British 
nor 
the 
colonists 
foresaw the bitter con­ 
troversy that would soon 
erupt. And no one could 
predict that within a few 
years the colonists would 
revolt and that American 
independence would be won.

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Homebuying Outlook Good 


Art S. Leitch, president of the National 
Assn. of Realtors, has good - but not great 
- expectations for home buyers during the 
balance of 1975. 
The San Diego Realtor feels that some 
changes in the mortgage market picture, 
first noted by him in late November, 
should take full effect later this year. 
“In my travels late last year. Realtors 
were reporting that mortgage money was 
returning to thrift institutions and that the 
record-high interest rates had dropped 
somewhat,” the president said. 
The national association’s Dept, of 
Economics and Research also noted some 
improvements nationally by late last year 
md has predicted at least a partial 
recovery for the housing industry in 1975. 
Leitch emphasized, however, that home 
buyers, sellers and Realtors should not 
expect easy access to mortgage money, 
nor a return to relatively low-interest 
mortgages. 
“Our best estimate is that 1975 will be 
better than 1974, but certainly not a banner 
year. We should have a clearer picture in 
June,” he added. 
One of his jobs throughout the year will 
be to keep the public and Realtors in­ 
formed about national trends of this sort 
and challenges to the right of property 
ownership. 
“In the course of the year, I will have 
attended numerous state association 
conventions and other functions. I will use 
those occasions to inform the public about 
pending legislation and urge Realtor 
action at state and national levels when 


appropriate,” he said. 
One concern of his that is a carryover 
from previous years is a trend to “highly 
restrictive land use.’’ 
Leitch noted tendencies in federal, state 
and local regulations and interpretations 
to prefer 
“no growth” 
to carefully 
planned growth ~ and frequently without 
adequate compensation to the owner of the 
property involved 
He referred particularly to: 
—Attempts by some communities to 
establish restrictive yearly quotas for 
population increase 
—Application 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) of regulations 
that would limit the size and number of 
shopping centers 
—Attempts by the government to control 
growth through limitations (Hi expansion 
of sewer lines and sewage treatment 
plants. 
“ Realtors 
always 
have 
favored 
reasonable controls on land use. Without 
proper zoning and planning laws, the ef­ 
fect on the residential sales market would 
be enormous. 
“ And, we encourage the federal 
government to 
make financial and 
technical assistance available to those 
states, and localities that want to develop 
a balanced land use planning process 
based on a comprehensive inventory of 
their land resources. 
“At the same time, we urge that 
legislation avoid any suggestion that the 
federal government dictate state and local 
land use decisions,” Leitch added. He also 


urged local, state and federal govern­ 
ments to develop a balanced planning 
approach, with ample consideration of 
economic, social and environm ental 
factors. “The objective should be planned 
growth, not no growth,” he added. 
Realtors desire to be responsive to 
public needs and interests also has 
prompted development of a warranty 
program on existing homes. Expected to 
be in full operation this summer, the 


Despite the economic down turn, the 
Plano home building industry is generally 
healthy compared with many parts of the 
country, notes a local housing industry 
executive. 
Fred Guynes, president of the Plano 
Division of the Home & Apartment

What is a Realtor? If your answer is, “A 
person 
engaged 
in 
the 
real 
estate 
business, ' you’re only part right. 
Some background information about the 
term, and a brief look at more than 65 
years of history that has gone into its 
developm ent, 
should 
help 
in 
un­ 
derstanding its significance to America's 
property owners. 
A Realtor is a professional in real estate 
who subscribes to a strict Code of Ethics as 
a member of the Collin County Board oi 
Realtors, the Texas Assn. of Realtors and 
the National Assn. of Realtors. 
The term Realtor, like an established 
brand name, is a registered trademark. 
Both homebuyer and seller can have 
confidence in those who use the term, 
because only a person who has qualified 
for membership may do so. So “Realtors” 
protects the public as well as other 
members 
of 
the 
National 
Assn. 
of 
Realtors. 
“ Realtor” designates a person in the 
real estate business who is affiliated with 
well organized real estate activities. They 
have available to them the accumulated 
knowledge of more than 65 years of 
education, experience, and research in 
real estate business methods. 
And, most important, Realtors have 
pledged to adhere to a code governing 
their business conduct, their relations with 
each other, and their relations with the 
public. 


However, all of this didn’t just happen. It 
is the result of years of development and 
struggle. 
Founded in Chicago in 1908, the National 
Assn. of Realtors is the nation’s largest 
trade and professional group, serving 
nearly half a million members in more 
than 1,650 local boards and 50 state 
associations. 
The first legal step toward professional 
status for the real estate business was 
taken in 1917, when California adopted the 
first real estate license law. Since then, all 
states and the District of Columbia have 
enacted license laws. 
In 1923, the association published one of 
the first textbooks on real estate, which 
has been followed by a continuous stream 
of books written in the field. 
The association’s library, the largest of 
its kind in the world, owns more than 12,000 
separate book titles, over 200 regularly 
received periodicals and a miscellaneous 
file of some 70,000 items. The library is 
located in the association’s Chicago 
headquarters.

Finding the right home at the right price 
is never a simple process, but it might be a 
lot less complicated than you think.

—Know what you can afford. As a 
general rule-of-thumb, the home should 
cost no more than 2.5 times your annual 
income, and monthly m ortgage paym ents 
should not exceed 25 percent of your 
m onthly incom e. T hese guides are 


flexible, however, and can be affected by 
your other obligations. 
Check your assets -- savings, in­ 
vestments, etc. - and rem em ber, there 
are a variety of potential lenders, savings 
and loans, m ortgage banking companies 
and co m m ercial banks. E xplore all 
sources. 
—Be realistic. Your dream house will be 
a compromise between needs, emotions, 
and what you can afford.

Code Explained 


Realtor Guidelines 


a 


Under all is the land. 
So begins the preamble to the Realtors 
Code of Ethics, an established set of 
professional guidelines to which all 
members of the National Assn. of Realtors 
subscribe. 
What does “under all is the land” mean? 
It means Realtors believe in and work for 
the free and unhampered use of the land in 
the best interests of the public. 
More 
specifically, 
R ealtors 
1975 
Statement of Policy says: “The interests 
of the nation and its citizens require the 
highest and best use of the land and the 
widest distribution of land ownership . . . 
the creation of adequate housing, the 
building of functioning cities, 
the 
development of productive industries and 
farms, and the preservation of a healthful 
environment.” 
The business of real estate implies daily 
concern with the land, and Realtors are 
leaders in the continuing battle to preserve 
our environment. They are dedicated to 
involvement in environmental decision­ 
making and to helping commerce, in­ 
dustry and governm ent make their 
operations compatible with improving our 
total environment. 
But Realtors also are concerned with the 
principle of autonomy of iocal govern­ 
ment. To this end, the policy statement 
says. R ealtors “ support reasonable, 
carefully planned actions that will im­ 
prove the environm ent without in­ 
troducing new and serious economic and 
social restrictions that in effect are more 
undesirable than the conditions they are 
designed to remedy.” 
The National Assn. of Realtors realizes 
there are areas where federal control in 
environmental matters may be necessary, 
but these areas must be clearly defined 
and limited so that the ultimate decision 
lies with local government. 
Nearly two years ago, the association 
changed its policy on land use by 
recognizing the right of states to develop 
land use plans in areas of heavily con­ 
centrated public facilities and of critical 
environmental concern. 
But Realtor policy continues to oppose 
any plan by government to usurp local 
controls in matters of strictly Iocal con­ 
cern. The determination of what do dow 
tith the land of this nation must be left at 


the local level. 
This was one reason why Realtors 
fought im plem entation of some E n­ 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
regulations. At the end of last year, Senate 
and House conferees adopted a Realtor- 
backed amendment to the EPA ap­ 
propriations bill which postponed EPA 
enforcement of indirect source regulations 
pending judicial review. 
Indirect source regulations would 
require pre-construction perm its and 
federal-state approval for facilities that 
attra ct autom obiles. 
These include 
apartment projects, shopping centers and 
parking lots. 
Before conferees had adopted the 
am endm ent, Realtor executive vice 
president H. Jackson Pontius had written 
to each Senator and Congressman ex­ 
pressing concern over “ p rem atu re” 
im plem entation 
of 
environm ental 
regulations. 
“Our association is not only willing but 
committed to doing its share in meeting 
national clean air goals,” he wrote. “We 
feel, however, that the real estate industry 
should not be saddled with additional 
regulations 
prim arily 
because 
the 
automobile industry has failed to develop 
a cleaner engine. 
“As an association concerned with state 
and local government prerogatives, we 
would rather have some agency or unit 
other than the federal government in­ 
volved with issuing building permits,” 
Pontius said. 
In the policy statement, Realtors urged 
the federal government to review its role 
with respect to land use planning, and to 
allow time for conflicting environmental 
programs 
and 
policies 
to 
be 
more 
adepquately coordinated. At the same 
time. Realtors urged the federal govern­ 
ment “to develop a liaison capability with 
real estate industry representatives.” 
“ Realtors are working with the federal 
government to improve our environment 
while 
m aintaining 
principles 
of 
autonomous local government,” Pointius 
commented. “ In these, as in other mat­ 
ters, they are representing you and your 
interests. That’s why, especially during 
Realtor Week, the Realtor can truly be 
called ‘a voice for America’s property 
owners’,” he concluded. 
MLS Used Here 


By County Board 


The Collin County Board of Realtors 
sponsors a Multiple Listing Service (MLS) 
for the benefit of clients working with its 
member Realtors 
Although the service is not unique to 
Collin County, it is a very effective service 
and aids both the buyer and seller in 
matching the right home with the right 
family. Here’s how it works: 
When a homeow ner lists his property for 
sale with a Realtor who is a member of 
MLS, the listing Realtor prepares a 
summary of information on the home and 
forwards it to the MLS office. This office 


then photographs the home, prints up an 
information sheet with the photo on it, and 
distributes it to each Realtor who is a 
member of the Multiple Listing Service. 
In practice, this listing information is 
provided to every sales agent in each 
member office. This makes it possible for 
a family wanting to purchase a home to 
contact their favorite Realtor and get 
information on, and arrange to see, any 
home in the area which is listed with MLS, 
Chasing around town or making numerous 
phone calls can be avoided by working 
with a Realtor who is a member of MLS.

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'Mystery7 Can be Solved 


Realtor, Title Company Will Help 


It doesn’t take Sherlock Holmes to 
unravel the mystery of what happens at 
your home mortgage closing. You can do 
the job with some advance sleuthing of 
your own. 
What you need is up-to-date information 
on closing costs and practices in your 
community. Local closing charges and 
customs differ from 
place to place. 
Equipped with the necessary facts, you 
can better prepare for this important step 
into home ownership. 
The Texas Land Titie Assn. suggests 
that you begin by contacting a local real 
estate broker, title company executive, 
mortgage lender, attorney, or other expert 
for guidance well in advance of closing. 
Since the purchase of a home is the largest 
investment most people ever make--and 
since you probably will pay some of the 
closing costs-it’s worth the trouble to 
learn how closing makes possible a secure 
and valid land transfer. 
Basically, closing is where you receive 
title to your home, and where the seller 
receives his purchase money. It’s where 
your final mortgage papers are signed; 
where the commitment to insure your title 
and other insurance papers are received; 
and where work is set in motion to record 
the documents and pay for the taxes and 
services to properly complete the tran­ 
saction. Among the items found on buyer 
and seller settlement sheets at closing are 
payments for hours of work by people you 
may never see, but whose services are 


necessary for your full ownership of real 
estate. 
Here are some examples of closing cost 
items that may be found on settlement 
sheets around the state. Not all of these 
are encountered in every locale. 
--The survey fee to verify boundaries of 
the property and check for encroachments 
and overlaps. 
-The 
charge 
for 
preparing 
the 
necessary real estate conveyance and 
mortgage loan documents. 
-The loan origination fee for lender 
origination expenses incurred in making 
your mortgage loan, and for other related 
lender services such as appraisal of the 
property and checking on your credit. 
-The termite inspection fee for in­ 
specting the property and making sure it 
is free of termite damage or that termite 
damage has been property repaired. 
-The fee of your attorney retained to 
represent your interests in the tran­ 
saction. 
-The charge for title insurance to 
protect you and your lender against title 
problems including those even the most 
thorough search will not reveal, such as a 
forged deed that transfers no title to real 
estate, mistakes in the records, and 
others. 
--Recording 
fees charged 
by 
local 
government for recording the necessary 
instruments related to the transaction. 
-Prepaid expenses where applicable 
such as real property taxes, hazard in­ 


surance premiums, loan interest accrued 
between the mortgage closing date and 
first mortgage payment, and others. 
Finding out how closing is handled in 
your community will help you plan in 
advance for maximum protection of your 
interests as a home buyer. For example, if 
you are borrowing to buy your home, your 
lender will require you to furnish him a 
mortgagee’s title policy. This guarantees 
to the lender he has a valid first lien, but 
offers no protection to you as the buyer. 
Be sure you are getting the protection of 
an owners title policy, also. For a one-time 
charge at closing, title insurance based on 
a title search pays for a defense against an 
attack on a title as insured and pays valid 


claims. 
In addition, you will want to check for 
the best mortgage loan terms available- 
obtaining information on things like in­ 
terest rate, penalty if payments are late, 
insurance required on the property, taxes 
and interest as part of monthly payments, 
and possibility of paying off the loan before 
maturity without penalty. 
Being a sleuth before closing-and then 
taking precautions-are an excellent way 
to improve your chances for profitable and 
enjoyable home ownership.

And, there are other criticisms that have 
been lodged against gold as an investment. 


Arthur Burns, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, has predicted that gold 
trading would hurt the U.S. balance of 
payments and cause a savings outflow 
from banks and savings and loan in­ 
stitutions, the nation’s prime source of 
mortgage money. This would put an ad­ 


ditional strain on the troubled housing 
industry, he said. 
Other critics of gold buying have termed 
it a “ sterile investment” : 
one that 
produces no income and blocks investment 
money that could have earned interest 
elsewhere. 
Thus, it remains for Realtors to present 
the thoughful investor with golden op­ 
portunities: investment in choice real 
estate.

Inflation Viewed 


Realtors Urge Responsibility 


Ask the man in the street for a one-word 
definition of the most serious economic 
problem facing our nation and its people 
today. He’ll probably answer “ inflation.” 
Then ask the prospective homebuyer in 
today’s market what inflation means to 
him, and he’ll tell you this: Inflation 
means dwindling life savings, higher home 
prices, and mortgage financing costs 
pushed beyond his grasp by record-high 
interest rates. 
How does inflation happen? It’s caused 
by individuals, business and government 
spending heavily for years and demanding 
more goods and services than the economy 
can produce. 
How is it controlled? Spending must be 
curtailed, a responsibility shared by the 
Administration’s tax and spending policies 
and by the monetary policy of the Federal 
Reserve Board (the Fed). 
In recent years, the Fed’s monetary 
policy has been the primary inflation 
fighter. That’s because tax increases are 
unpopular, and cutting government 
spending meets political resistance. 
To combat the inflationary situation, the 
Fed has relied heavily on its tight money 
policy, which means it has taken steps to 
reduce growth of the money supply. 
Interest rates available to investors soar 
under these conditions. As a result, savers 
have taken money out of thrift institutions 
to seek higher rates elsewhere. 
When savings and loans--the nation’s 
prime mortgage lender--and other lending 
institutions experience a severe outflow of 
funds, many stop accepting new mortgage 
applications. 
Others impose strict credit rationing. 


Loans are offered under stringent terms: 
large downpayments, shorter am or­ 
tization periods, and high interest rates. 
As any homebuyer in today’s market can 
tell you, the prospect of such a com­ 
mitment is frightening when it’s combined 
with the overall cost of double-digit in­ 
flation. 
The effects of inflation and the counter 
measure used-a tight money economy- 
have weighed most heavily upon the 
housing 
m arket, 
which 
is 
greatly 
dependent on long-term credit. 
In its 1975 Statement of Policy, the 
National Assn. of Realtors says: “ Tight 
money policies are discriminatory in their 
very nature, striking first and hardest at 
housing and smaller business investments 
without regard to their importance as 
national priorities.” 
Providing safe, decent and sanitary 
housing to all Americans is a national 
priority. And Realtors, through their 
national association, have worked con­ 
tinually with Congress, the Administration 
and the Fed to develop programs to make 
homeownership 
possible 
for 
more 
Americans. 
The National Assn. of Realtors believes 
the primary solution to inflation is fiscal 
responsibility on the part of the federal 
government, and it supports fiscal 
measures which will achieve a balance of 
revenues and expenditures in the federal 
budget. 
The association further believes that a 
tight monetary policy should be used 
against inflation only to the extent ab­ 
solutely necessary to supplement fiscal 
responsibility.

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Property Better Than Gold 


Comparison Noted by Realtors 


Gold is not all that glitters for today’s 
investor. 
Despite the cu rr«it enthusiasm for gold 
buying, real estate still shines as a 
superior investment, says the National 
Assn. of Realtors. And ifs the wily in­ 
vestment that has kept pace with inflation 
consistently over the years. 
When the ban on private ownership of 
gold ended on Dec. 31, American citizens 
wa-e able to buy, sell and hold gold ~ just 
as they do any other commodity ~ for the 
first time since 1933. 
Many already have bought gold. For 
those who haven’t but may be considering 
it, here are some important things to 
know: 
The law allows anyone to deal in gold. 
There are many sellers, including banks 
and other financial institutions, brokerage 
firms, department stores, jewelry stores, 
coin shops and mail order houses. And the 
gold they sell can be bought in a variety of 
forms - from gold bars to commemorative 
items. 
But gold, unlike real estate: 
—Does not appreciate in value con­ 
sistently, 
—Does not build equity over the term of 
possession; 
—Cannot offer the buyer a tax deduction 
of major proportions; 
—Is susceptible to theft. 
Gold is like any other commodity: the 


price is determined by the forces of supply 
and demand. In addition, distributors of 
gold must sell at a cost above the market 
price because distributors add a transfer 
cliarge and a sales tax to the price charged 
the customer. 
The 
gold 
m arket 
is 
extrem ely 
speculative, so some investors suffer 
losses, just as others gain. Since one must 
lose for the other to gain, some say gold is 
not a true investment, defined as a tran- 
.saction that benefits both parties. 
The price of gold fluctuates, so there are 
risks involved in buying it. And, unlike a 
savings account, gold is not insured by the 
federal government, does not earn in­ 
terest, and pays no dividends. 
There are other risks associated with 
investing in gold. To avoid them, you must 
be certain to deal with a reputable firm, 
shop for the best price, and be sure you get 
what you paid for. This means checking 
that gold bullion bears a known refiner’s 
mark, with the weight and fineness 
stamped on the surface. Unless the brand 
is known, the gold might be difficult to sell. 


And, of course, you must keep gold in a 
safe place. Some gold investors assume 
the risk of keeping the gold at home. 
Others leave it in a bank’s vault. 
To protect the 
potential gold buyer, 
federal financial authorities have offered 
several guidelines, including these:

—Find out if the company from whom 
you are planning to buy has registered 
with the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission or with the state 
securities 
agency. 
—Attempt to determine the seller’s 
markup and what costs are involved in 
addition to the quoted price of gold. 
—Demand a written guarantee con­ 


cerning weight and fineness, and obtain in 
writing the terms of your purchase. 
—Ask if there will be a ready market for 
gold in the form being offer^. You may 
have to pay to have your gold reassayed, 
recast into a different shape or size, or 
shipped to a distant market before you can 
sell it.

Lobby Revealed 


“ The Realtor - A Voice for Am erica’s 
Property Owners,’’ theme for this year’s 
Realtor Week observance (April 20-26), is 
carried out in day-to-day activities of 
individual Realtors. 
However, Realtors collective “ voice,” 
the National Assn. of Realtors, is heard 
with greatest clarity in Washington, D.C. 
This year, Realtors have been working 
with Congressional leaders in areas such 
as land use, tax reform and consumer 
protection. 
A brief look at last year’s successes in 
behalf of homeowners and homeowners-to- 
be also demonstrates this. Among bills 
passed with strong Realtor support were: 
—The Em ergency Home Purchase 


Assistance Act of 1974 which provided 
nearly $8 billion for mortgage lending in a 
depressed housing market. 
—The Federal Deposit Insurance Act 
which increased federal deposit insurance 
of accounts from $20,(XX) to $40,000 and 
provided up to $100,000 insurance on ac­ 
counts of state, local and county govern­ 
ments. 
Realtors worked for this bill 
because it was designed to attract billions 
of dollars into homelending financial in­ 
stitution. 
—Legislation to regulate floating note 
rates gave regulatory agencies control of 
interest rates on the controversial 
floating-rate notes issued by bank holding 
companies 
like Citicorp.

Library Discussed 


Over 65 Years of Material 


One of the distinguishing characteristics 
of a Realtor is that he has access to a 
storehouse of knowledge: the National 
Assn. of Realtors more than 65 years of 
accumulated educational material, ex­ 
perience and research in real estate. 
But it’s 
not just 
access 
to 
this 
knowledge: This professional in real 
estate, a member of his local board of 
Realtors, state association and the 
national association, pledges through the 
Realtors Code of Ethics to “keep himself 
informed on matters affecting real estate 
in his community, the state and nation so 
that he may be able to contribute 
responsibly to public thinking on such 
matters.’’ 
The Code continues, “In justice to those 
who place their interest in his care, the 
Realtor should endeavor always to be 
informed regarding laws, proposed 
legislation, governmental regulations, 
public policies and current market con­ 
ditions in order to be in a position to advise 
his clients properly.’’ 
To assist him in gaining that necessary 
knowledge, the National Assn. of Realtors 
places at his disposal the Herbert U. 
Nelson Memorial Library, widely ac­ 
claimed as the world’s best source of in­ 
formation on real estate and related fields. 
The library was founded in 1923 by 
Herbert U. Nelson, secretary and 
executive vice president of the national 
association from 1922-55, who worked to 
broaden opportunities for home ownership 
and 
to 
promote 
competence, 
professionalism and ethical conduct of 
Realtors. 
After Nelson’s death in 1956, a fund was 
established in his honor. The fund provides 
scholarships to qualified students in real 
estate, grants for research on related 
subjects and money to assist, expand and 
improve real estate libraries. 
The library’s collection includes more 
than 12.000 separate book titles, over 200 
regularly received periodicals and a 


miscellaneous file of some 70,000 items. 
National association publications as well 
as those of its nine affiliated groups of real 
estate specialists comprise part of the 
library’s holdings. 
Also included is material from com­ 
mercial publishers, other trade and 
professional associations and government 
agencies. All these resources are indexed 
and classified under 2,300 subject headings 
devised with the real estate practitioner in 
mind. 
When your Realtor needs information on 
any real estate subject -- from appraisal to 
zoning -- he need only telephone or mail his 
request. The library will respond by 
sending publications on the subject within 
24 hours. Or, if he lives in the Chicago 
area, he may visit the library, located in 
the 
national 
association’s 
Chicago 
headquarters. 
However, most of the library’s services 
are provided by mail. Library staff 
members are well acquainted with the 
library’s sources so they can readily select 
the most pertinent items to fill almost any 
request. 
The library currently answers hundreds 
of requests each month. Access to the 
library 
is 
one 
of 
the 
membership 
privileges for which the Realtor pays dues. 
In addition to answering requests, the 
library offers two additional services 
which are helpful to your Realtor and his 
local board and state association. 
One is the Book Service Program, 
providing a medium through which book 
orders can be placed. The other is the 
Bibliography Series, a number of selected 
reading lists and cassette tape recordings 
on real estate subjects of widespread 
interest. 
All material in the Herbert U. Nelson 
Memorial Library is kept, catalogued and 
indexed for one reason: 
to provide 
Realtors and their associates with in­ 
formation that will help them in their day- 
to-day service to the public. 
Research Viewed 


Aids in Spotting Trends 


An increasingly important yet little 
known area in the National Assn. of 
Realtors is the Dept, of Economics and 
Research. 
Having the responsibility for “iden­ 
tifying and analyzing basic trends af­ 
fecting real estate and alerting Realtors 
and public policy makers of industry 
problems” puts the department in the 
forefront as an information source for all 
concerned about land use, property 
ownership and numerous related areas. 
In short, the department provides much 
of the factual support for Realtors as the 
“Voice of America’s Property Owners,” 
theme for this year’s Realtor Week, April 
20-26. 
As suggested above, 
it’s 
a 
busy 
department. Among specific concerns 
are: 
—Reporting results of its monthly 
existing home sales surveys (These 
surveys of more than IOO boards of 
Realtors nationally suggest trends in 
home sales volume and report median 
prices for homes sold in different sections 
of the nation.) 


—Careful study and analysis of Census 
Bureau and other statistics on trends in 
home ownership - from single-family 
homes to condominiums or from three- 
bedroom to four-bedroom homes, for 
example: 
—The national mortgage market outlook 
(What is the supply of mortgage loan 
money area to area and nationally? How 
are loans being financed - methods used 
as well as percentages need for down 
payments? Where are the virtually un­ 
tapped sources of money?) 
—Reporting on trends in property 
taxation, 
—Providing a general analysis of the 
nation’s economy, 
—Developing a real estate market 
outlook for the year ahead, 
* 
—Responding to a broad range of 
requests from governmental agencies, 
private and public research groups and 
the news media. 
Thus, this Washington, D.C., depart­ 
ment, headed by Ken Kerin, plays a major 
role in determining appraches to local and 
national legislation.

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Title Insurance Is Important 


Secures Property Ownership 


Since many people are unaware of what 
title insurance is and its importance to 
homeowners, here is a list of question and 
answers to help explain the subject. 
What is title insurance? 
Title insurance is the application of 
in su ran ce p rin cip les to the h azard s 
inherent in real estate titles. 
T hat’s a legalistic definition. But in the 
near-century that title insurance has been 
used, no one in or out of the title insurance 
industry has ever been able to completely 
define title insurance in short, lay term s. 
Actually, the definition is the composite of 
the answ ers to the following questions. 
What is “title”? 
“T itle” is the foundation of ownership of 
property. It m eans that you have a legal 
right to possess that property and to use it 
w ithin 
the 
re stric tio n 
im posed 
by 
authorities or lim itations on its u se- 
superim posed on 
the basic 
right 
to 
possession by previous owners. 
Why does buying a home differ from all 
other purchases? 
No other property has a useful life that 
com pares with the life of land. Owners die, 
new ones succeed, but land goes on 
forever. Owners on goods m ay change 
their location at will, but land is im ­ 
movable. 
Being both perm anent and immovable, 
it lends itself to the absorption of in­ 
num erable rights. Over the ages, this so 
im pressed lawyers and jurists that they 
brined a separate body of laws for land. 
These laws creating many types of rights 
in land, are so numerous and so complex 
that it is impossible for there to be a 
m athem atical certainty of ownership. 
What arc some of the limitations and 
restrictions commonly imposed on land? 
There are many common encum brances 
placed on land. 
The most common is a m ortgage. As 
long as the m ortgage or any portion of it is 
outstanding, only a limited title can be 
passed. Other common limitations are the 
granting of the right to cross the property 
with electric and telephone lines; an 
underground cable or sewer line. A family 
burial plot establishes a sanctified spot for 
ill tim e. An ordinance may restrict land to 
residential 
use; 
or, 
it 
may 
prohibit 
construction of a building closer than a 
specified num ber of feet from the street 
line. These are just a few of the many 
lim itations that are placed on the use of 
land. 
What is meant by a title defect? 
Boiled down, a title defect is anything in 
the entire history of ownership of a piece of 
real estate which may encum ber the 
ow ner’s right to the “peaceful enjoym ent” 
of the property or which may cause him to 
lose any portion of his property. 
Is 
title insurance 
always 
used 
in 
property transfers? 
No. Sometimes an abstract of title is 
considered sufficient by the purchaser. 
Sometimes only a deed (usually a General 
W arranty Deed) is required. And in other 
cases an attorney will offer his opinion or 
certificate of title which a purchaser 
might accept as sufficient to protect him. 
Why isn’t an attorney’s opinion suf­ 
ficient if he has examined the title? 
F irst, there are many title defects which 
even the most astute title examination will 
not uncover. Then, chance of recovery in 
the event of a title loss in this case depends 
entirely upon the solvency of the attorney 
examing the title and the attorney’s 
liability is limited to errors and oversights 


that would not be m ade by a diligent at­ 
torney. The attorney is not liable for loss 
caused by hidden defects. 
Why won’t a General Warranty Deed 
fully protect me? 
With a General W arranty Deed the 
grantor can pass on to the grantee only 
such title as he holds. It is true that if title 
fails, the purchaser m ay have, under some 
circum stances, a cause of action against 
the grantor but his chance of recovery is 
dependent entirely upon the financial 
ability of the grantor to pay at the time 
that judgm ent is acq u ired -often, after a 
long and expensive court action. Title 
insurance is a corporate guarantee of a 
company operating under the rules and 
regulations of the insurance commission 
or other state agency. The security af­ 
forded by any policy is controlled by the 
integrity and financial structure of the 
company issuing the policy. 
What's wrong with an abstract? 
Nothing-so far as it goes. However, an 
abstract is simply a condensed version of 
the recorded documents affecting title to 
property. The limitations on the liability of 


an abstracter who issues an abstract are 
the sam e as those of an attorney who 
issues an opinion of title. 
The contract I signed makes the sale 
subject to title to the property being good. 
Doesn’t that protect me? 
Only superficially. The seller cannot be 
sure the title is good. Even a perfect- 
looking title can be seriously defective 
because of hidden 
defects. 
Then, 
if 
anything should happen to defect your 
title, your cause of action would be against 
the seller. Your chance of recovery would 
depend upon your finding him, suing him, 
winning the suit and, finally, whether or 
rot he was able to pay a judgment against 
him. In any event, your attorney’s fees 
and expenses would be a loss to you. 
What about the real estate broker; if he 
says the title is good isn’t that enough? 
No. He can’t be sure, either, that the title 
is good. 
No one can. 
The 
m ortgage 
lender 
is 
usually 
represented by an attorney. Won’t that 
attorney look out for my interests, too? 
Only coincidentally; only insofar as 
your interests and those of the mortgage 
lender are the same. Because he is 
retained by the lender, he must look after 
the lender’s interest in any areas that 
might conflict with yours. You should have 
an attorney to represent you, too 
After I retain an attorney can’t he 
assure me that my title is good? 
Every attorney knows that there are 


hazards in real estate titles which he 
cannot possibly discover with his most 
diligent search of the public records. For 
instance, he cannot be sure: that the 
m arital rights of all previous owners have 
been 
properly 
relinquished; 
that 
all 
m ortgages, judgm ents, etc., affecting the 
property have been properly indexed in 
the record room ; that there is no unknown 
heir of a form er owner who can appear to 
assert his claim. These are but a few of the 
m atters that crop up to defeat real estate 
titles. Among others are such things as 
fraud, duress, infancy, insanity, false 
personations, etc. 
An attorney is not liable if you should 
suffer loss because of any of the “hidden 
defects” in a real estate title. His liability 
extends only to losses caused by over­ 
sights;o r c a r e le s s n e s s in h i^ ^ 


too, it is limited by his ability to pay-and 
his life span. 
When I buy a home and have it financed, 
should I still have title insurance to 
safeguard my purchase? 
By all means. 
When I buy a home and the deed is 
recorded in a record room, would not that 
prove that I ow n the home I paid for? 
No, it is only evidence that you have 
taken over whatever rights the grantor 
had in the property; if, for instance, the 
deed into him was forged and he had no 
rights, he could not pass any on to you. He 
m ight, as another example, have m ade the 
driveway on the property a joint driveway 
by giving the next door neighbor the right 
to use it. In that case, he could not pass 
sole ownership of the driveway to you not 
m atter what the deed says. Tile recorded 
deed is public notice that you have taken 
over whatever rights the seller may have 
had in the property. 
Is title insurance as important as fire 
insurance? 


Yes, because your losses without title 
insurance can be greater than fire losses. 
If a house burns, the land is still there on 
which you m ay rebuild. If title to the 
property fails, you have nothing. That is 
why owner’s title insurance is always 
written to cover the value of the house and 
lot. 
Does title insurance protect the safety of 
my investment and the security of my 
home? 
Yes, although title insurance cannot 
elim inate title defects any m ore than fire 
insurance elim inates fire. 
However: (I) Title insurance assures 
you of the best possible legal defense if 
your title is attacked and (2) Reimburses 
you up to the face amount of the policy if 
the title, or any part of it, should fail. 
Why don’t we see title losses reported in 
the newspapers? 
First, there is nothing spectacular about 
a title loss like there is about a fire or 
hurricane. And a title loss is not so im­ 
m ediate. A claim is m ade and then there is 
usually a long involved court action filled 
with legal technicalities that newsmen 
find confusing and, so, uninteresting. The 
actual loss, established in the courts, may 
be even years after the claim is m ade 
against the title. 
Probably, within your experience you 
have known of the title loss—or a title 
dispute - a fight among heirs over a 
property or between neighbors over a 
boundary line. 
Are there several kinds of title in­ 
surance? 
There certainly are. First, there is the 
ow ner’s policy which the home purchaser 
needs for his protection. 
Then, there is the m ortgagee’s policy 
which protects only the mortgage-money 
lender. Most financial institutions lending 
m ortgage money on a wide scale insist 
upon m ortgagee title policies for their 
protection. Then there is a leasehold policy 
used prim arily by com m ercial and in­ 
dustrial organizations that rent property 
on long term leases. 
How much does title insurance cost? 
Because of local conditions varying 
prem ium 
ra te s 
a re 
e sta b lish e d - 
sometimes, prescribed by the state agency 
responsible for the proper operation of 
title insurance companies. However, the 
pure basic premium rate for owners title 
insurance varies within the narrow range 
of $3.50 to $5 per $1,000 of coverage. In 


some areas the “title insurance” rate 
quoted to the public is a combined charge 
for title examination and title insurance. 
Under any circum stances, this premium 
is payable only once. There is no further 
charge - there is no recurring premium 
although the policy is effective for as long 
as the insured or his heirs have any in­ 
terest whatsoever in the property--and 
afterw ards so long as liability under any 
w arranty of title exists. 
Does the title insurance premium cover 
the fee for searching title? 
No! However, in some areas a “package 
ra te ” is charged which includes the a t­ 
torney’s or ab stracter’s search fee and the 
title insurance premium. 
The entire “package ra te ” is referred to 
as “ title insurance.” 
It is well to rem em ber that if a title 
search fee is not shown as such on your 
closing statem ent, the “title insurance” 
charge probably will include the search 
fee plus the title insurance premium . 
When I buy a home and protect it with 
title insurance, what happens in the event 
someone should challenge my ownership 
of the property five or IO years after 
purchase? 
You notify the title insurance company 
and, in acordance with the term s of the 
policy, it undertakes, at its expense, to 
defend the title. If the claim reaches the 
c o u rts, the title in su ran ce com pany 
retains attorneys and bears all the ex­ 
pense of defending the suit. This is true 
regardless of your period of ow nership- 
whether it be a day or a generation-or 
more. 
Is title insurance protection available in 
the area where I pan to buy a home? 
Chances are it 
is. 
Title insurance 
companies insure properties throughout 
the United States, Candada, Puerto Rco 
and the Virgin Islands. 
What should I do in order to make sure 
the home I buy will be safeguarded with 
title insurance? 
Insist on 
title insurance from 
the 
beginning of the transaction. Your a t­ 
torney will know how to obtain it. 
Why should I protect the home I buy 
with title insurance? 
Because, without title insurance you 
become a self-insurer. This is inadvisable 
unless you are in a financial position to 
lose the money you have invested in your 
home without upsetting your financial 
condition in any way. 
lf the man I am buying from has title 
insurance why do I also need it? 
The first, and most obvious reason is 
that the previous owner could in a very 
short time do all sorts of things to en­ 
cum ber the title. Among other things, he 
could grant easem ents; construct im ­ 
provem ents and encroach on adjacent 
property; his deed into the new purchaser 
could be fatally defective because of 
forgery in incompetence or various other 
reasons. 
In addition, if a title defect arises ante­ 
dating the date of acquisition of the 
property by the grantor to you, you would 
have to take action against the grantor 
under the term s of his deed to you. In that 
case, as an insured, the title insurance 


company would represent the defendant in 
your action. 
How does title insurance help protect 
my home investment? 
It places the assets of a corporation 
behind the title to your home.
